lathed on the south and west coasts 
»>y the warm Gulf stream and on the 
•orth coast by the cold Arctic current. 
The climate la relatively mild, notes 
a correspondent In the Chicago 
Tribune, but shows great variation 
*ef« een localltlea, depending partly on 
elevation and partly on the nearness 
«f Ihe Gulf stream.

Butterflies* Scales Are 

Outlet for Scent Glands 

fn addition to the ordinary scales, 
ttw males of many butterflies possess 
■perial ath.'.Gon.il scales, smaller than 
tt* others, which have been called 
pint; i' • '*. pnttldore scales or Cendros* 
nsriT Sometimes they are scattered 
micong and hidden under the ordinary 
srt'es. hut they nre frequently placed 
In masses, on a particular part of the 
wrtrg. and covered by large overlap- 
ptog scales. They are generally color- 
but sometime* black or brown. 
Nr*! Infrequently they are concealed 

a pocket, or fob!, of the wing. They 
are generally longer and softer than 
the ordinary scales, and evidently 
■me as outlets for scent glands in 
tlie tissue of the wings. The scales 
iut .-msltlered to he raodllied llttirs. 
■niwl consist of double-walled closed 
»es, which afterward flatten out, and 
arc striated. The color of tie* wings 
of rlie Insect Is partly due to pigment 
retained In these sacs, and partly.jes- 
peciall.v in the case of shot or irrl- 
descent tints, to the refraction of light 
fn*m the striated scales of the wings.

A 
BTv : number of them are beneficial 
by aiding man against the kinds that 
destroy. Among these ure the ladybird 
beetles. whose larvae feed on plant 
Ure the golden-eyed Ince wing fly. 
Mid the syrphid flies, whose lurvae 
also feed on plant lice. The larvae of 
tbe % tachlnld flies (which look much 
like overgrown house flies) help to 
cesitnd many serious uioth pests. Ich¬ 
neumon wusps, so tiny as never to 
be noticed with the naked eye, or so 
strong that they can force their eggs 
Into almost three Inches of maple 
woed. help to control various borers.— 
Detroit Free Press.
